CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from Shanghai extend to the 11th June; the out- 
ward mail of April 23 was received there on the 6th June, and 
conveyed London telegrams to the 15th May. The following 
summary of news is from the North China Herald :— 

The week has been a very uneventful one ; indeed the large 
arrivals of tea from Hankow are almost the only point worthy of 
note. 

It seems likely that the Shanghai market will be well supplied 
with teas. In addition to the cargoes of the Hirado, Moyune and 
Rona,—some 35,000 chests, the Fire-Queen, Plymouth Rock and 
Hang-chow, carrying about 50,000 chests, have all come in, having 
sailed without waiting for their regular days. Buyers need there- 
fore be under no apprehension re deficient supplies ; nor in any 
hurry to make contracts. 

The homeward bound steamer Eri King, which came down from 
Hankow on Sunday (June 6), with the of the new season’s 
teas, got on shore near the Hellespont wreck, but fortunately got 
off again and went out to sea on the 9th; the Forward Ho and 
Titania having both since started. 

Apropos of tea, our readers have no doubt been interested in 
the description printed by the London Daily News, of a gorgeous 
ball lately given by the Chinese embassy, in Paris. The excellence 
of the wines was a theme of universal comment ; but “the rarit 
of the evening was some tea made in the Chinese way, wi 
cold water!” Couldn’t Mr. Burlingame introduce a few more 
novelties ? : 

Mr. F. P. Knight has written a valuable letter on the trouble- 
some question of residence in the interior. Mr. Knight suggests 
the appointment of Foreigners—to be employés of the Chinese 
Government—to act as Controllers of Foreigners. Arrests of 
Foreigners in the interior to be at once reported to these officers, 
who will see that the prisoners are properly treated, forwarded to 
their consuls if in fault,“or compensated for their annoyance if 
innocent. 

An illustrative case of domestic slavery happened here lately, 
on the occasion of the failure of the large pawnbrokers’ estab- 
lishment in Hong-que. Two young girls were found in the house. 
The creditors demanded that they should be sold as assets ; the 
magistrate, however, would not sanction the barbarity, refusing 
on the ground that he could not then control their future career. 
per did not know anything about their parents, so were given 
by the authorities to a respectable family in the city. 

We hear that the Church Trustees have resolved to apply to 
the Foreign-office for a renewal of the grant in aid of the chap- 
lain’s salary, which was surrendered by their predecessors some 
years ago. It will be remembered that the architect promised 
the new church should be ready by the first Sunday in June ; 
and we believe it was so, and might have been formally opened 
had no other difficulty intervened. Doubts were expressed as 
to whether the organ could be well heard from the place Assigned 
it in the new church. It has been fixed, and we are glad to hear 
that the transmission of sound is good. 

A case largely affecting Foreign interests came before the Mixed 
Court. An office boy in the employ of Messrs. Walsh and Co. 
printers, was charged: with stealing a quantity of paper. He de- 
clared at first that he was incited to do so by Enam, a native sta- 
tioner, but withdrew his accusation next day, and the case, as 
against the latter, fell to the ground. We know nothing of the 
merits of the present case, but we are painfully aware that thefts 
of type aud paper are by no means uncommon, and the inference 
that Chinese printers benefit by the crime is difficult to avoid. 
There can be no other market for the stolen property, and the re- 
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ccivers cannot very well be ignorant that it is stolen property they 
are buying. 

With reference? to the demolishing of Mr. Jenkius’ house, at 
Kinhwa, alluded to in our last issue, we learn it was accomplished 
through the influence of a combination of the literati. They 
first involved the landlord in their debt, Sud got him to make 
over the property to them, thinking thus ta wrest it from the oc- 
oupant. But this would not do; he held it by too good a title. 
The landlord gould not make over to them what he had already 
transferred to another, by legal haa not easily set aside. Not 
to be foiled, they took the house down and removed it to a temple, 
where it was “deposited for safe keeping.” At other places in 
the neizhbourhood of Hangchow the missionaries have been 
threatene:l with similar proceedings. We shall look with interest 
to seo what course the American authorities will take in the 
matter. 

The party of gentlemen who have been exploring the Upper 
Yangz-tsze returned to Hankow on the 30th May, having visited 
Chunking and confirmed the previous reports of its commercial 
importance. The news of the tea market is satisfactory, rates 
continuing much lower than last year and tending downwards. 

ne fullowing letter has appeared, on the opening of the tea 
fcasun :— 

(To the Flitor of the Vorth China Iherald.) 

“Sir,—Will you allow me through your melium to lay a few 
frcts hefore these whuse fingers are again itching to open this 
market, in the forlorn hope that they may see that, by a little 
waiting, they may operate on almost whatever terms they choose 
to dictate to the teamen? The settlements at Hankow to 4th 
June amount to ten and a-half million pounds against eleven 
and a-half million pounds to 13th June last year, the 
comparative stocks at that port on above dates are 40,000 
chests against 15,000 chests, and in addition to this ex- 
cess we have to-day in Shanghai considcrally over one hundred 
chops represented, against none last year, with steamers daily 
arriving fully laden. The Hankow settlements alone are at the 
rate of thirty millions of pounds per month, and we have not yet 
heard from Foochow. Suppose the transactions at that port are 
on the same scale, five months’ London deliveries will have been 
bought in China in one month! I don’t think it is necessary to 
be a Chaa-sze to know how to act under the above circumstances, 
and if Taipans would regulate their actions hy facts as well as by 
their tea-tasters’ palates, I think the Shanghaitea market would not 
be opened in a hurry this season. There is also another very strong 
reason for delay. ‘I'cas this season are notoriously badly made, so 
much so that in many instances the musters are already out of 
condition. Therefore, by letting teas remain here the Chinese will 
have to bear the risk of deterioration, and the exporter will know 
more accurately what value he is getting when he buys.—Yours 
faithfully, ExpERieNcE.” 





Imports. 

Piece Goops.—No improvement can be noted in any class of manu- 
facture.t goods, and the demand continues very languid. Grey Shirtings: 
Small sales from first and sccond hands are reported at a slight fall on 
last prices—say at Tls. 1.9.7 to Tls. 2.1 for 7 1b., and Tls. 2.1.8 to 
Tls, 2.2.2 for 8-4 Ibs, Ileavy Goods are also lower, and in very limited 
inquiry. The stock is to-day estimated at 1,075,000 pieces, including all 
recent arrivals, T-Cloths show a decline in value, but many holders re- 
fuse to entertain offers of current rates; 8 lbs. 36 in. are slightly firmer 
at the close, and tend upwards. In other descriptions the business is so 
limited as not to call for report. 

Metats.—Nail Rod Iron: A large business is reported in Nail Rods 
during the past week, chiefly in parcels ‘to arrive; ” some 25 to 30,000 
piculs having changed hands at lower prices. Stocks are increasing, and 
small sizes are daily becoming more difficult to realise. Lars are in re- 
quest ; but for these, as well as rods, lower rates have to be accepted. 
Lead: Market is quict at Hankow. Sales have been made at Tls. 6.6.5. 

Coat.—Arrivals—Corona, Lady Bowen, John R. Worcester, and Gus- 
tav Adolph, all from Australia. Rates are consequently lower for Aus- 
tralian, and sales have been made at Tls. 5.80 for Newcastle kinds; 
Sydney are at little better quotations. Other kinds remain without alte- 
ration. 

Exports. 

Tra.—Daring the past week there have been large arrivals of Black 
Teas from Hankow, for sale on this market. About 120 chops are now 
offering, and it is rumoured that several have been scttled, but this re- 
quires confirmation. There is no doubt tbat the market will be freely 
opened here in a day or two, and seeing the heavy stocks it is but reason- 
able to expect buyers to secure Tcas on terms more to their own advan- 
tage than the operations of late years have shown. The natives say they 
are heavy losers already. In Green Teas there is nothing to report. 

Sitk.—About 300 bales of the new season’s Silk have arrived, chiefly 
4} to 5“ Lingho”™ Tsatlecs. As yet no purchases have been reported, 
but the Chinese appear confident of obtaining Tls. 440 to 450 for this 
class of silk, it] being {said that offers of that price have been made by 
Foreigners. This would lay down the silk at considerably over London 
quotations. About 1,200 bales are expected down for the English mail of 
the 18th, when it is expected the market will be fairly open. The bulk 
of arrivals are for shipment on Native account, and a small proportion 
are contracts. 

EXCHANGE AND BuLLIon. 

Business has been on very limited scale for this mail; and though the 
demand for Bank bills was inactive, private paper has been in great re- 
quest, and found easy buyers at 6s. 19d. for credit, and 6s. 2d. for docu- 
mentary paper. IKupees have been sold at 308. On Hong Kong 23} per 
cent. is the rate. Dollars show a great firmness at 76.40. Money tight.

HANKOW. 

The following interesting memorandum regarding the lately- 
finished English church at Hankow is published in the Worth 
China Herald :-— 

This church, dedicated to St. John the Evangelist, was com- 
menced in January, 1548, under the superintendence of Mr. Hugh 
Morrison, C.K, then resident at Tankow ; but from delays in ob: 
taining building matcrials the foundation stone was not formally 
laid until June, 1868, by W. H. Medhurst, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul. 
The church is now completed, fenced in with a keeper’s lodge, and 
the grounds very tastefully laid out ; and on Thursday, the 20th 
May, was transferred from the building committee, Messrs. Beve- 
ridge, Ringer, and Aitken, to the church trustees, with a balance 
in hand of about 20 taels. The cost has been 5,700 taels, and 
about 500 tacls in addition subscribed for pulpit, reading desk, 
&c., from England, including 40 taels from Mr. Gibb, for altar rail, 
40 taels from II. Beveridge, Esq., for communion table, who also 
presented the tablets for chanccl, and a very handsome surplice 
and scarf given by his friends in England. 

The church was dedicated on the 7th of November, 1868, by 
the Bishop of Victoria, then visiting Hankow, and although in a 
very unfinished state was, by the great exertions of the committec 
and the superintending architect, so far prepared as to allow of 
the ceremony taking place, and was finally opened on Rogation 
Sunday by the Rev. Canon McClatchie, Consular Chaplain,assisted 
by the Rev. A. Hoching, of the American Episcopalian Church, and 
the Rev. E. W. Syle, of Shanghai. 

The church and lodge are executed from designs by Wm. 
Kidner, Esy., architect, Shanghai. The church up to plinth is 
built of lime stone, above that in brick plastered, with stone 
coping to gables and roof covered with American shingles. The 
nave, vestry, and organ chamber roofs are opeu timbered, seamed, 
and varnished. The cciling of choir and vestry are groined; the 
vestry and organ chamber are divided from choir by very hand- 
somely carved screens. The seats are open. The pulpit, reading 
desk, communion table and chairs are in carved wainscot, by Cox 
and Son, of London, who also supplied the font in Caen stone ; 
altar rails decorated in blue and gold. The apse windows are 
covered by the Diaphanie process, sent out from Erzland by Mr. 
Prince, of Hankow, fixed and completed by Messrs. Ringer and 
Cope. 

The church is much admired by the residents and visitors, and 
reflects great credit on all who have been employed at the work, 
particularly W. Assiter, Esq., of the Legation and Consular Works 
Department, who, on his arrival in Hankow in October last, vo- 
lunteered his services to the building comuwittee to superintend 
the works of the church to completion, should he remain so long 
at Hankow. Fortunately for the community, Mr. Assiter has 
done so, and by his untiring zeal and active exertions the church 
has been so successfully completed. The building committee on 
Wednesday last presented Mr. Assiter with a letter of thanks, 
and a souvenir of the value of one hundred taela, as a mark of 
their regard for the very valuable assistance he has rendered them 
in connection with the church, 

This is the second church built at a river port on the Yangtsze, 
and is another proof of the zeal and devotion of English Church- 
men to provide Church services according to the Church of their 
native land. 


FOOCHOW. 
Messrs. John Odell and Co.’s Circular, dated June 8, gives the 
following on the opening of the tea season at this port : — 


Tra.—In our report dated 21st ultimo we advised that the new 
season’s teas had commenced arriving, since when they have come 
to hand very freely, the total to date being 225,000 chests Congou, 
against 243,776 chests same time last season. The quality of the 
crop is, we regrct to say, most indifferent. Most of the well-known 
chops of Kaisow have now come to hand, and though possessin 
real quality, cannot compare with those of last year’s growth, and 
we are of opinion that many of the teas from this district and Sin- 
chune have been damaged by heavy rains. 


The “Ching Wo” Teas are in full supply, many parcels are 
really fine, but wanting in strength. The most marked deprecia- 
tion in quality is in those Teas from the ‘Suey Kut,” “ Yun; 
How,” “Kin Yong,” and “Sa Yune” districts, nearly the whole of 
which are much mixed with old leaf. 

Pakling kinds have come to hand much more freely than ever 
before known, and in consequence are, as a rule, very poor both 
in appearance and liquor. Souchongs are not expected to arrive 
in quantity for about a fortnight. Oolongs have not come to hand 
so frecly as last season, but show a marked improvement in quality, 
Scented Teas: No fine parcels have as yet been placed on the 
market, the flower used in scenting being somewhat backward. 
Business has not yet been commenced, and we do not hear of any 
offers having been made. Teamen are much pressed, owing to 
want of funds ; but there is so wide a difference between the views 
of buyers and sellers that, apparently, there is no immediate pro- 
spect of the mrrket being opened. 


THE LONDON AND 


The English mail of 23rd April was delivered yesterday (June 
7), and the accounts of the state of the London market aro so 
unsatisfactory that intending buyers are likely to act even more 
cautiously. 
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Commercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN MARKETS. 
A supplement to Messrs. Olyphant and Cos’. Circular gives the 
“following particulars of the changes that have taken place at each 
port during the few days that have clapsed since our last advices. 


Honea Kona. 

Imports.—Since the departure of the English mail on the 9th 
instant transactions have been on a most limited scale. In raw 
cotton, Bombay staple only has been dealt in, and sales of this 
kind have been small, and at rates hardly up to those last advised. 
Cotton yarns have been very quict, and only one small transaction 
has been reported ; a slight enquiry exists, and holders are rather 
firmer at the close. In piece goods, sales from private hands 
have been of the most trifling nature ; dealers have declined to 
make offers, and have supplied themselves from the public sales of 
damaged goods, and to effect settlements privately, holders would 
have to accept still lower rates. 


Freiants.—Tonnage is becoming more plentiful, and rates are 
slightly weaker. Arrivals have been principally small craft, while 
large vessels are still in fair demand to load from this to San 
Francisco. Homewards but little is doing. 

FExcranaze.—Opcrations have been upon a very small scale, and 
with but small off-rings of private paper, rates have gone slizhtly 
lower. We quote six months’ sight Bank bills on London 4s. 7}d. ; 
private, 4s. 73d. to 4s. Rd. 

CANTON. 

June 15th.—No change has taken place, and our markets re- 
main as last advised ; there are no indications of an opening of 
the tea market, and nothing has been done in silk. 


Amoy. 

June 12th.—Teas come in but slowly, and arrivals foot up 
about 1,411 packages Scented Orange Pekoe and 3,604 packages 
Congo, for which no offers have as yet becn made. A few hun- 
dred packages Oolongs have been received, but no musters have 
yet been shown, though the teas are said to contain less dust than 
last season's, 

Foocuow. 

June 10th.—Arrivals of new teas have continued until stocks 
amount to 236,000 chests of Congou and 20,000 half-chests of 
Oolong, and with this large quantity of tca offering our market 
is still unopened. and at present there are no indications when 
business is likely to begin. Tho only settlement has been the 
purchase of 4105 chests old common siftings, taken at Tls. 9.3 to 
9.6 o.b. for the flooring chop of an Australian jvessel. No Sou- 
chongs have yet come to hand. 


Smanauat. 

June 10th.—Tho latest dates from Hankow are to the 5th inst., 
up to which time settlements of tea amounted to 110,000 chests. 
Prices were declining, and considerable quantities of tea were 
being ay pee to this port on native account. No business has as 
yet resulted at this, though reported offers will most likely lead to 
settlements. Our stock amounts to 40,000 chests. The depar- 
tures for London with new teas have been the Erl King and For- 
ward Ho. Raw Silk: The arrivals of new crop amount to some 
500 bales, upon which stock the market was opened yesterday at 
Tis. 440 for red peacocks, and since then about 300 bales have 
been settled at prices ranging from Tls. 460 to 480 for medium 
chop Tsatlees. These rates show a decline from last year’s opcning 
prices of about Tls. 2U per picul. 

Imports.—But very little business has heen transacted in Grey 
Shirtings, and the speculative demand which existed for goods 
“to arrive,” previous to the despatch of the mail of 3rd instant, 
seems to have entircly subsided. 'I'-Cloths likewise mect with but 
little attention. Nothing whatever has bcen done in Amcrican 
Cotton Goods. In Woollens there is a slight demand for Long 
Ells of good assortment, at Tls. 6.50 to 6.55 per picce. 

Excnanez.—But little Sterling is offering, and the rate for 
6 months’ sight Credit Lills is at 6s. 13d. to Gs. 2d. to private 
wild and banks respectively. Que bank is open to draw at 

. 14d.

June 7th.—Imports.—The market has been very dull, the only 
inquiry in any article being in Cotton Yarns, of which stocks are 
very light. 

Exprorts.—S8ome 1,000 piculs of new tea have come to hand 
from the adjacent districts, the quality of which is considered 
satisfactory ; further increased supplics are shortly expected.

THE RED SEA ROUTE TO INDIA AND CHINA. 

(July 26th.) Sir J. Expomvstone drew attention to the practice of 
sending naval officers out to India via the Red Sea during the summer 
months, when the heat was so intense that it had been determined 
that Her Majesty’s military forces should not be subjected to it, and 
stated, in accordance with the recommendations of the committee 
which gat in 1858, a service of magnificent transports had been estab- 
lished for the purpose of conveying our troops to India by the Red 
Sea route. That sea was 1,240 miles long, was of immense depth, 
and throughout the greater part of its length it ran between inacces- 
sible mountains. He need scarcely say that the heat of this trough 
in the summer was almost unbearable. To make mattcrs worse, the 
wind for nine months in the year blew down towards the ocean, 
and the result was that a vessel starting from Suez keeping pace with 
the wind found herself in a calm without having a single breath of 
air to blow the smoke from her deck, while the heat on her deck was 
usually 100 deg. From continual evaporation the density of the water 
in the sea was one-fourth more than that of the ocean, and conse- 
quently the speed of the vessels was impeded to a considerable extent, 
while the heat of the surface water was usually 3 deg. above that of 
the atmosphere, varying from 80 deg. to 106 deg. of heat. As might 
be imagined, the mortality attending a six days’ voyage along this sea 
was very great, especially during the months of June, July, August, and 
September. Any one who ordered an officer to go this voyage during 
those months incurred a very grave responsibility, which he should 
be sorry to take upon himself. An honourable member of that House, 
who was connected with a large commercial firm in India, had autho- 
rised him to say that no mercantile firm in India would send out an 
assistant in these months, except upon the greatest possible emer- 
gency. He trusted that the right hon. gentleman would take the 
matter into his earnest consideration, and endeavour to follow, as 
regarded the naval officers, the course that had been already taken 
with respect to the officers of thearmy. He had no personal acquaint- 
ance with Sir H. Kellett, and he had only brought the question for- 
ward in the general interests of the navy. 

Mr. CuI.pers said that the interesting remarks of the hon. gentle- 
man as to the density of the water of the Red Sea should have been 
addressed to the Peninsular and Oriental Company rather than to any 
member of the Government, inasmuch as the Government had no 
ships in the Red Sea at present, while the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company had one each way in it every week. He had to inform the 
hon. baronet that no such practice as that of sending naval officers out 
to India via the Red Sea during the summer months prevailed at the 
Admiralty, The custom of the Admiralty was to send naval officers 
out, both in the summer and the winter months, by the long sea 
route. Three-fourths of the officera sent out during the last year 
had gone by that route. The Government transport ships be- 
tween this country and India did not run in the summer months, 
but only in the eight cooler months, and as it was easy to man- 
age that the reliefs should be sent out in these latter months, the 
Government avoided as much as possible sending out either officers or 
men during the four summer months. Directions had been sent to 
India that the authorities there should as far as possible avoid sending 
home men in the hot months. But when his hon. friend asked him 
to give a pledge that under no circumstances whatever should an 
officer be sent by the Red Sea in the summer months, he must de- 
cline to give any such pledge. It had been arranged that Sir Henry 
Kellett should go ont by the Red Sea route and meet Sir Henry Kep- 
pel at Singapore. A departure from that arrangement would have led 
to much inconvenience. During the last twenty years it had been the 
invariable custom for the officer appointed to Sir H. Kellett’s command 
to go by the Red Sea route. 


THE ROUTE TO WESTERN CHINA, &o. 

(July 27th.) Mr. Baines asked the Under-Secretary for India whether 
he objected to lay on the table of the House papers relating to the 
route of Captain W.C. M’Leod from Moulmein to the frontiers of 
Chins, and to the route of Dr. Richardson on his fourth mission to the 
Shan provinces of Burmah, or extracts from the same. 

Mr. Grant Durr: My attention having been called to the docu- 
ments by the hon. member for Wakefield I found that, so far back as 
1867, Colonel Yule wrote of them in the following terms:—“ As the 
only modern records of visits to the obscure regions of which they 
treat, and the sole trustworthy materials for their geography, surely 
they ought to be published.” I have little doubt that if the events of 
the mutiny had not called off the attention of the Indian Government 
from the Indo-Chinese Peninsula, Colonel Yule’s suggestion would 
‘have been followed up, and now, in happier times, I am glad to be 
able to show my respect for the opinion of that very distinguished man 
by laying the papers on the table of the House. 


OFFICERS OF THE ARMY IN JAPAN. 
- (July 29th.) On the order of the day for going into Committee of 
apply, 

Colonel Nokrrs, in rising to bring under the consideration of the 
House the present position of the officers of the army stationed in 
depen as to pay and allowances, said that as the question did not in- 
volve either religion or politica it need not take up much time. Both 
the Secretary of State for War and the Field Marshal Commaniing- 
in-Chief had recommended that the rates allowed for Japan should be 
assimilated to those granted in China. The officers originally received 
the same pay and allowances as those in China, but a short time ago a 
deduction of 25 per cent. was made from the allowances granted to 
the officers stationed in Japan, on the ground of certain advantages 
enjoyed by them, which had, however, all disappeared, while the cost 
of living there remained very high. The first to suffer were the officers 
of the second battalion of the 9th Regiment, who in October, 1867, 
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in a memorandum which was laid before Major-General Guy, and by 
him transmitted to the Military Secretary of the Horse Guards, repre- 
sented that the necessary expenses to which officers serving in Japan 
were subjected far exceeded even those which prevailed in China. 
Notwithstanding this they had been subjected to a reduction of one- 
fourth of the allowances granted in China, so that they had to meet 
largely increased and increasing expenditure upon reduced allowances. 
That letter led to a request from the War-office to Maj.-Gen. Brunker to 
obtain trustworthy evidence of the cost of living in China and Japan 
respectively. Maj.-Gen. Brunker, in a letter dated ‘‘ Head-quarters, 
Hong Kong,’ stated that he had assembled boards of officers in both 
countries, and that the Hong Kong board reported that the cost of living 
at that station had increased from twenty-five to thirty per cent. 
during the last ten yeara. The report of the Yokohama Board 
showed that the salaries of the employés of the banking and mer- 
cantile housea varied from £300 to £500 per annum, exclusive of 
board, lodging, and medical attendance, which income they received 
also while on leave in England one year in six, their passage money 
being also paid outand home. On the 17th of June, 1868, Major- 
General Brunker made his report to the Horse Guards. It had been 
stated that the allowances granted to the officers in Hong Kong and 
China were necessary, because it was impossible for them to do their 
duty without the use of “chairs,” and that the officers in Japan did 
not require ‘‘chaira,” and were, therefore, not put to that expense. 

The winter, however, at Yokohama was long and very severe, and the 
price of coal was enormous, amounting sometimes to twenty-two 

dollars a ton. The officers at Yokohama were also obliged to pay for 
the water they used. Upon the arrival home of the 9th Regiment, at 
the half-yearly inspection, held at Dublin on the 6th of October, 1863, 

a respectful remonstrance was made to General M’Murdo, who was 
then the general in command, against the reduction of twenty-five 
per cent. from the China scale of allowances enforced against 
the officers serving in Japan. The officers stated that the Com- 
mission at Hong Hong had sent in its report, bat that no reply 
had yet been received to their representations. On the 18th of 
November, 1868, a letter was received from Secretary Sir J. 
Pakington, stating that he had applied to the Lords of the Trea- 
sury for their consent to allow the rates allowed for Japan to be assi- 
milated to those granted in China. On the 22nd of March, 1859, 
General Peel, the then Secretary at War, pressed, in the strongest 
manner, that the Indian allowances should be granted to officera of the 
British army in China, and on the 24th of March that request was 

granted. On the 12th of April Mr. Herbert expressed his opinion that 
the Indian allowances to those troops should be continued, and on the 
7th of May that proposal was approved by the Treasury, who, how- 
ever, suggested that the Indian troops should be removed from Hong 
Kong at the earliest opportunity. The result of the removal of the 
Indian troops from that station had been most disastrous to the 

European troops, who had then to perform escort duties them- 

selveg, hundreds of men in each battalion dying or being rendered 
incapable of performing their duty in consequence. On the 7th 
of March, 1862, the War-office forwarded the commuted allow- 
ance recommended by a committee, of which the Treasury ex- 
pressed their approval in April of that year. On the 4th of 
September, .1862, Sir G. Lewis proposed that the Indian rate then in 
force should be continued as long as the exceptional high prices of pro- 
visions and lodging should continue, and on the 17th of September it 
was decided that the Indian allowances should be continued to the end 
of the financial year. In December, 1862, the Secretary for War stated 
that he was unable to recommend any reduction in the allowances to 
the British troops serving in China. On the 12th of July, 1863, the 
Treasury announced that they did not object to continuing those allow- 

ances for another year. The hon. and gallant member then read a 

number of extracts from letters from Hong Kong and Yokohama, show- 

ing the inconvenience and expense to which officers and men stationed 

at the latter place were put. He merely asked that the regiment sta- 

tioned at Yokohama should receive the same rate of pay as that sta- 

tioned at Hong Kong. The necessaries of life at the former place 
were at a most exorbitant price, and the troops stationed there 

merely asked to be placed on the same footing on which they stood 
before the 30th June, 1866, when their pay was equal to that of the 

troops at Hong Kong, it being at present about one-fourth less. 

Mr. STANSFELD said the speech of his hon. and gallant friend was 
considerably wider than the terms of the notice which he had placed 
upon the paper, and it was to this only that he should attempt to offer 
areply. The arrangement of which his hon. and gallant friend com- 
plained was entered into between the War-office and the Trevsnny in 
the spring of 1866. By that arrangement the allowances on the Uu.ta 
station, as fixed in 1865, were raised, and it formed part of the pro- 
posals which led to that arrangement that the increased allowance in 
China could be fairly met by allowing only three-fourths of such in- 
creased allowance to the officers stationed in Japan. His hon. and 

Nant friend had spoken at considerable length and with very nataral 

eeling of the sufferings to which British regiments at Hons. Kong 
were exposed by reason of the climate. But it was precisely be- 
cause of the dangers arising from the climate in China that the 
pay and allowances had been fixed at the generous and liberal 
seale at which they now stood. In Japan, on the contrary, the 
climate was not specially dangerous to Europeans. His hon. and gal- 
lant friend inquired why the Treasury in 1868 had refused to sanction 
the proposal which then came from the War-office to assimilate the 
allowances in Japan to those which had been sanctioned in China. 

That decision, which was given by the late, not by the present Trea- 
sury Board, was given on the ground that the allowances both in China 
and Japan had been very recently settled, after considerable inter-de- 
partmental discussion and inquiry, both in the War-office and apon 
the stations, and that no sufficient cause had been shown or assigned 
in the communications with the War-office for assimilating the allow- 
ances in Japan to those sanctioned on the China station. His right 
hon. friend the Secretary of State for War having enabled him to read, 
not only the inter-departmental correspondence, but all the minutes 
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of the War-office itaelf, and the figures bearing upon the question, he 
thought it only fair and candid to say, as far as his own opinion was 
concerned, that upon the information communicated to the late Trea- 
sury Board, or now in poascssion of the Secretary of State for War, no 
sufficient ground had been shown for assimilating these allowances. 
Bearing in mind the difference in point of climate between the two 
stations and all the other circumstances, he was very much disposed to 
think that if the allowances in Japan were raised, the next thing 
would be a demand for a further increase in China. 

Colonel NortH reminded his right hon. friend that when the ar- 
rangement was in contemplation in 1866 a rate of exchange existed in 
Japan which gave to the officers there an advantage equal to 25 per 
cent. 

General Henserr observed that an injustice done in one part of the 
globe was not remedied by an injustice done in another. (Hear.) 
A gross injustice had been done to English officers in China by calling 
upon them to serve at a lower rate than officers sent from India. The 
subject of the pay and allowances to troops in China had been con- 
sidered by the committee of which he was a member, and an amend- 
ment which he moved to the report, to the effect that the troops em- 

loyed in China should be placed as nearly as might be upon the same 

ooting as those employed in the East Indies, was only rejected by the 

casting vote of the chairman. Under these circumstances the recom- 
mendation now made by his hon. and gallant friend was, he thought, 
worthy of attention. It was most undesirable that troops serving 
upon the same station should be in the receipt of different rates of pay 
and allowances, and the suggestion that Japan was not more uncom- 
fortable than some of the stations in India was a very poor ground for 
refusing to do justice to officers on these Japanese stations. (Hear, 
hear.) He begged to draw the attention of the Secretary of State for 
War to this fact. The number of troops quartered in Japan was very 
small, and he believed that discovering the exact time for which this 
25 per cent. was to be deducted in the case of troops sent from China 
to Japan, and restored in the case of troops sent from Japan to China, 
both being portions of the same command—(hear, hear) — caused as 
much trouble and clerical work at the War-office as would exhaust a 
considerable portion of the saving effected by this miserable economy. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Colonel Norta gave notice that when the House met again he 
should take the earliest opportunity of moving an address to the Crown 
upon this subject. 

Sir J. ExpuinsTove said it would be well if the authorities who had 
to decide questions of this kind were themselves to visit the colonics. 
(Hear.) In this case, as he understood, in consequence of a dispute 
as to pay and allowances some native Indian troops, who alone could 
do duty ina state of health in the Chinese climate, had been with- 
drawn from the station. The duty thus devolved upon the European 
troops, and entailed upon them such lamentable suffering that in eight 
and a half months 193 died or were invalided in one battalion, and in 
four and a half months 259 died or were invalided in another. (Hear, 
hear.) The reason why all these men died or were invalided was simply 
that the Indian regiments, who could perform sentry and other duties 
in that climate without risk to health had been withdrawn to save 
money to Her Majesty’s Treasury. (Cheers.) As to Japan, although 
it had a temperate climate, it must be remembered that there was a 
very long winter, and the officers were obliged to keep up expensive 
fires. Coals often cost as much as 22 dollars a ton, and of wood there 
was almost none ; officers, thercfore, were obliged to clothe themselves 
much more warmly than they would otherwise do. House rent, again, 
and other necessaries of life were go costly that the only advantage in 
going to Japan lay in the exchange of an exceedingly bad climate for 
one that was somewhat better. j 

Mr. CarpWELt wished to point out the extreme importance in dis- 
cussions of this kind of confining themselves as much as possible to 
the point really brought before the House. His hon. and gallant 
friend gave notice of a motion the object of which was to call atten- 
tion to the inequality of the allowances in China and Japan, for the 
purpose of having them assimilated ; but the larger portion of his 
speech turned upon the inadequacy of the allowances to troops in 

ong Kong, as compared with those given in India. The inference 
which he drew from this was that in dealing with the pay and allow- 
ances at any one station they were only dealing with one portion of a 
very large and complicated question, and the moment that the Honse 
of Commons decided to grant an increase at any one point they must 
expect a fresh proposal for increase elsewhere, based upon the success 
of the previous application. Dr. Murray's report pointed out that 
Hong Kong was a peculiar station, differing from all other stations, 
and requiring special allowances and indulgences not needed elsewhere. 
The moment, therefore, that an increase was granted at Japan a 
further application based upon Mr. Murray’s report might be expected 
from Hong Kong. The matter, however, was never officially dealt 
with by the present Government at all, but was decided before they 
came into office. The scales of allowance were the result of a corres- 

ondence that had taken place in 1866 between the War-office and the 

reasury. In that correspondence the War-office proposed to equalise 
the allowances in Hong Kong and Japan, but the Treasury refused. 
The ground on which a larger ecale was allowed in Japan was not a 
difference in prices, but the existence of circumstances which were de- 
tailed by Dr. Murray. For instance, in Hong Kong the climate ren- 
dered it necessary that coolies should be employed to carry chairs for 
the use of the officers. The difference of climate caused a different 
rate of expenditure. 

BASSES LIGHTS (CEYLON) BILL. 

| (June 29th.) Mr. ArEton, in asking the House to read this Bill a 
second time, explained that an attempt was made some yeara ago to 
construct a lighthouse like that now contemplated, but owing to a want 
of due foresight or skill the scheme failed. A floating light was then 
established on the Little Basses Rock, and had been made the subject 
of a vote in the catimates. But it was found to be insufficient, and it 
was deemed necessary to have a fixed light on the Great Basses. It 
had, after careful consideration, been determined that the money 
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necessary for the purpose should be advanced by the Commissioners of 
Loans, and that the money required for the interest and repayment of 
the loan should be secured upon the tolls. As the British Govern- 
ment was not exclusively interested in the matter the guarantee of 
repayment would be made by the British and the Indian Governments 
conjointly. The estimated cost of the new light would be about 
£70,000, and the fund for paying the interest and ultimately repaying 
the principal due in respect not only of this light but also of the 
floating light on the Little Basses would be amply sufficient for the 
purpose. (Hear, hear.) 
r. STEVENSON asked upon what shipping the tolls would be levied. 
Mr. Suaw Lerevre replied that the dues would be levied in the 
ne way that the tolls were now levied in respect to the Little Basses 
ight. 
Sir J. Hay, as a naval officer, could state that no lighthouse could 
be erected which would be likely to be of more advantage to the country. 
The Bill was then read a second time. 


CHINA. 

(July 30th.) Mr. Barnes rose to call attention to memorials from 
several Chambers of Commerce recommending the construction of a 
railway from Rangoon, through Britizh Burmah, to Western China, 
and to ask the Under Secretary of State for India whether the survey 
authorised by the Secretary of State for India, and commenced in 1867, 
was ordered to be completed, or what was being done for the construc- 
tion of a railway or telegraph through British Barmah to the Western 
Provinces of China. The hon. gentleman referred to eminent autho- 
rities for the purpose of showing that the formation of the route from 
Rangoon to the Western Provinces of China was exceelingly desirable 
and perfectly practicable. In 1860 Captain Sherard Osborn pointed 
out the great dangers and difficulties of the navigation of the 
Chinese seas, and remarked that, in the event of war between 
France and this country, the possession by the former of the 
coast of Cochin China might have the effect of cutting off 
English commerce. The Rangoon route was as practicable as 
it was desirable. Captain (now Colonel) Williams, an cnogineer 
of the Indian army residing at Burmah, said that of the three 
routes the direct land route from Rangoon to Chian-Hang, of which 
he made a survey, was the best and the cheapest, upwards of 250 
miles, or a moiety of the whole, being within British territory, and 
the remainder occupied by a people who with their chiefs were well 
affected to:the British Government. Captain Watson, another Eng- 
lish officer, expressed the game view. For some inexplicable reason 
the Indian Government set itaelf against the surveying of that route, 
although all that was asked for by the Chambers of Commerce was a 
single tramway; but at length Lord Salisbury, with that bold, good 
sense which distinguished his administration of Indian affairs, 
ordered that a survey should be made. Accordingly, one was 
made by two English engineer officers, Captaing Williams and 
Luard, for a distance of 245 miles of British territory; and they‘re- 
ported that 200 miles consisted of good country for making a railway, 
while the difficulties of the remaining forty-five were not to be com- 
pared with those of the ghauts in India. Orders went out from Cal- 
cutta and from London that the survey should be stopped, and it wag 
therefore abandoned ; but the report to which he had juat alluded was 
to the effect that a railway might be made at a cost which was small 
compared with the magnitude of the object. General Fytche, tha 
Chief Commissioner of British Burmah, after having opposed the 
scheme, declared himself in favour of it, and strongly recommended 
Lord Lawrence to resume the survey. The noble duke who was now 
at the head of the India-office had taken an enlarged and just view of 
this subject, and in a despatch to the Governor-General, dated the 
29th of April, he expressed himeelf in favour of prosecuting the sur- 
vey provided it could be done without involving political complica- 
tions or ideas of annexation, for which he (Mr. Baines) would remark, 
the Chambers of Commerce had not the least desire. 

Mr. Serjeant Suson said the Chambers of Commerce only asked for 
inquiry on the part of the Government. At present we had no other 
inlet into China than by the sea coast, and the consequence was that 
very few of our manufactures were sent there. The proposed routs 
would have the effect of greatly facilitating our intercourse with Bur- 
mah and China. He thought it most reasonable on the part of the 
merchants of this country to ask for such facilities, and he contended 
that the new markets which would be thrown open would be moat 
valuable to this country. 

Sir S. NortHooTe stood before the House in the capacity of a cul- 
prit, for it was in his time that what hon. members opposite seemed 
to look upon as a retrograde step had been taken. But it was the 
duty of the Indian Government to consider not merely the interests 
of commerce, but the political aspects of such questions as that of 
making a survey through a country which did not belong to us. It 
Must be remembered that at the time the survey was stopped the 
country was in a state of open rebcllion against the King of Burmah, 
and it was for the Indian Government to judge whether it was expe- 
diext for us to continue an enterprise which must have had a ten- 
dency to embroil us in the quarrel. In fact, if we had gone into the 
country we must have mixed ourselves up with the quarrel between 
the King of Burmah and his vassals. Then there was the question of 
annexation. There was a great weight of opinion at the time in 
India in favour of the annexation of Burmah, and if the surveyors 
had gone into the country it would have given a colour to the pre- 
vailing rumours, and umbrage to the King of Burmah. Besides, of 
what use surveying for a railway unless there was a prospect of being 
allowed to make it? Would any company in this country have pro- 
vided capital for a railway from Rangoon to the Western frontier of 
China without a Government guarantee? Would the House of Com- 
mons sanction such a guarantee? There was a very important line 
proposed—namely, the Euphrates Valley—and there would not be the 
slightest chance of obtaining a guarantee for that line. Then there 
was the Government of India, but weighted as that Government was 
with existing guarantees, it was not likely that it would guarantee the 
proposed line. This was the state of things that presented itself to 
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the Indian Council when the project was submitted to it. The Go- 
vernor-General advised that the survey should be stopped, and he (Sir 
Stafford Northcote), although anticipating a good deal of obloquy from 
the commercial interests of thia country, felt that the best thing he 
could do would be to stop the survey. 

Mr. G. Durr knew that a great deal of interest attached to this sub- 
ect in the large manufacturing towns of Lancashire and Yorkshire, 
at did not think that so much extravagant expectation would have 

been entertained if it had not been for undue reticence on the subject. 
The attention of the present Secretary of State had been directed to 
the snbject for the firat time by a despatch from the Governor-General 
of India, enclosing correspondence from the Chief Commissioner of 
British Burmah, who proposed a plan which found favour neither with 
the Government of India nor the Secretary of State in Council. If 
any of the Chambers of Commerce would give to the House any infor- 
mation whatever about the province of Yunang they would be ex- 
tremely grateful, but if instead of giving them information they simply 
made themselves speaking trumpets, all they could do was to answer 
their letter with courfesy, and regrct that British manufacturers and 
merchants should find time for so extremely vain a labour. 


LABUAN, 

July 30th.) In Committee of Supply, on the vote for £68,298, for 
grants in aid of expenditure in certain colonies, 

Sir C. Apprerey wished to have some explanation on certain points 
in connection with this vote, which he believed would be useful and 
interesting to the Committee. He had no objection to make to the 
vote. The items in it were steadily diminishing, and he hoped soon 
they would cease to appear on the votes altogether. The net de- 
crease this year was £6,000, and that decrease arose in this way. 
Labuan, for the first time, ceased to be a charge upon the English 
Treasury. The Governor, lately a member of that House, Mr. Pope 
Hennessy, had written to him expressing just pride in having 
within so short a time taken off this charge. That colony had since 
its firat establishment been a charge of £4,800 a-year on the Im- 
perial Treasury, and the Governor had now suceceded in removing the 
charge altozether. He confessed he had himself from the first doubted 
very much the value of the colony; but he would not revert to the 
causes which had induced this country to assume that settlement. We 
had objects in view connected with humanity and enterprise, but there 
was really no valuc in the colony exeept as a coal mine, and upon this 
point he wished to know whether the coal company was more flourish- 
ing than it had been, and whether the Admiralty had found that the 
ont could be used for ships on the Eastern stations instcad of Welsh 
coal. 

Mr. Monsgtt said he could corroborate what the right hon. gentle- 
man had stated in regard to the entire success of Mr. Pope Hennessy in 
the Goverament of Labuan. By his energy and good sense he had 
been able to develop those coal mines, which were so important for 
the future prosperity of Labuan. He had effected this throuzh getting 
a number of convicts from the Straits Scttlements and employing them 
io the coal mines. The result had been that coal had been produced 
in considerable quantitics, and, although it did not equal the coal of 
this country, it had been used in Her Majesty's ships, and had been 
found fitted for use in steamers. 


THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(August 2nd.) Mr. Gourtey asked the Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs whether he had reccived any official information as to the pro- 
bable navigable depth of water expected in and through the Sucz 
Canal; and when it was to be opened for general commercial purposes. 

Mr. Orway would give his hon. friend all the information on the 
matter of which he was possessed, only premising that it was not 
official. Mr. Fowler, the engineer, who was in Egypt at the beginning 
of the present year, in an account of the canal, published in The Times 
on the Ist of February, describes its depth as 26 fect. He says :—- 

“With minute exceptions the whole of the canal is now being 
excavated, and completed according to one or other of the following 
sections :—The first section is 22 miles in length (the difficult part of 
the work), 196 feet in width at surface of the water, and 2¢ feet deep for 
72 feet at the bottom. The second section is 77 miles in length, 327 fect 
in width at surface, and a similar depth of 26 feet, for a similar width 
of 72 feet at the bottom.” ; 

They had heard from other sources, however, that the depth did not 
exceed 18 feet. It had also been stated that the opening of the canal 
had been fixed by the company for the 17th of November next, though 
there was reason to doubt whether the works would be sufficiently ad- 
vanced by that date to warrant the canal being then opened for general 
navigation. 








CHINA DESPATCHES. 


(GLOBE.) 

We have received from the Foreign-office another acrics of des- 
patches and reports touching the inexhaustible subject of commercial 
intercourse with China. More and more the information and opinions 
of those practically acquainted with the conditions of that Empire, 
its people and Government, increase the doubts a3 to the success of 
the new reliance on the Imperial Government at Peking, if they do 
not render us sceptical of the wisdom of the policy inaugurated by 
Lord Clarendon. Mr. Burlingame prevailed upon a eredulous Foreign 
Minister to loosen our hold upon Chinese trade by glorifying the 
enlightened intentions of the Celestial Government. Others, who 
represent English intcrests and are ina position to know the sympa 
thies and action of the Chinese, make bold to declare that it is the 
Imperial Government and its representatives throuzhout the Empire 
that constitute the real obstacle to an extension of Forcien trade. How 
stands the case? ‘i 

That a magnificent field for enterprise is closed to us in the interior 
of China every account confirms and deplores. Mr. Consul Alsbaster, 
in an overland journey from Chef-oo to Ciin-kian, on his way south 
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River to the Yang-tse, and he reports to Sir R. Alcock, at Peking, an 
enormous-commercial wealth and traffic in a succession of large cities, 
lying as a temptation to our merchants on the banks of the canal. A 
large portion of the country was cultivated, cotton and other manu- 
fuctures flourished, cattle droves were wending northwards: these were 
some of the signs of prosperity which greeted the consul in the Shan- 
tung district, although the country was disturbed by the embers of a 
rebellion; but in a three-days’ journey from the Yellow River to Chin- 
kiang he saw a hundred times the number of people, and a thousand 
tim¢s the amount of trade, that he had witnessed in Shan-tung. At 
length the British consul reached Yang-chow, the salt city of China, 
“ celebrated for its wealth, luxury, and turbulence, three times sacked 
by the rebels, and still considered by Foreigners one of the finest ace 
cessible towns ;” and his reception was characteristic :— 

I found the people more ill-disposed than anywhere I had yet visited, and was 
call. d * yang-kuci-tsze," or foreign devil, in the most offensive sense From my 
start I had always been called a devil, but rarely hitherio as an insult; itis a com- 
mon tern for Forcignera, and Iwas several times on my way even spoken of by 
people secking my aid under the impression that Iwas a doctor, ag “his Excellency 
the Devil" (* Kuci tez6 ta jen”); but at Yangchow ths pcople seemed to mean it 
4&3 an insult, and more than one stone was thrown at me by the following crowd as 
Twandered through the strects. This was the only missionary station I had come 
across on my journey, although many places scemed adaptel for mission work. I 
had brouzht a supply of books with me, and always found them gratefully received. 
when, in return fur some slizht service, [ presented one; nowhere had I found reli- 
gious intolerance; and although in one place in Shan shal [heard Christianityspoken 
of asa senseless profession, Lin all other places “ound it spoken of as an excellent 
religion, leading men to do good, 

Consul Markham, who made a special tour through Shantung, gives 
most important evidence. The only incivility that he experienced 
was from the local mandarins, who, he is convinced, ‘ have their cue 
from the Central Government.” He scarcely heard an opprobrious 
epithet used, although he passed through many large cities and towns 
never before visited by a European, and was many times among mul- 
titudes from all parts of the country. In contrast with the conduct of 
the mandarins, the merchants visited him, and expressed their wil- 
lingness to deal with Foreigners, questioning him closely regarding 
steamers, railroads, and Foreign inventions generally. From his ob- 
servations, Mr. Markham is ‘‘ firmly of opinion, and in spite of any- 
thing that may be said to the contrary, that it is the intention of the 
Chinese Government to enter upon a retrograde policy, and that they 
wish to curtail as much as posible their relations with Foreign 
Powers, restricting their intercourse to within the narrowest possible 
limits: ” and he is “ perfectly certain that the introduction of Foreign 
inventions, conveying new systems and new ideas into China, would 
nol tend to shock the feelings and prejudices of the people, but, on 
the contrary, would have a most. beneficial effect on all classes.” 

Scarcely Icss significant is the report by Mr. E. L. Oxenham. Ina 
six weeks’ journey overland from Peking to his Consular post at Han- 
kow he traversed four of the provinces lying north of the Yangtsze, 
having followed the great trade route from north to south for 630 miles 
to the Han river, and thence proceeded by boat for 520 miles to his 
post. Sir R. Alcock admits that such a journey must have given Mr. 
Oxenham an excellent opportunity of noting the extent and character 
of the commerce, the condition and something of the temper of the 
inhabitants, the physical aspect of the country and its state of culti- 
vation after having been awept over by succeeding waves of insurrec- 
tion, and the capabilitics existing for Forcign modes of locomo- 
tion, And it is manifest that the opportunity was not lost, for 
the British Minister, in allusion to Mr. Oxenham’s observations 
in conjunction with Mr. Alabaster’s, informed Lord Clarendon 
that they supplied “many missing links and more recent information 
from personal experience than any we possessed of the state of these 
provinces—the re-establishment of order and industry. Doth give 
encouraging facts as to the facilities and advantages many of the in- 
land centres of trade offer for the extension of Foreign commerce, 
and, with a few exceptions, especially in Southern Honan and on the 
banks of the Grand Canal towards Yang-chow, the perfect security 
with which the country may be traversed by Foreigners, the absence 
of any hostile fecling in the populations, and a willingness, in moat 
places, to sce the extension of Foreign trade to thcir doors.” But, 
isolated as they are, the bulk of the people in the interior districts 
seems to be actually ignorant of the presence of the British merchant 
in that empire, or of our position at Peking. They know nothing of 
us, except that mortal hatred which is excited by the traditions of 
Canton. Ience, as Sir R. Alcock points out, ‘ the additional motive 
for the desire to penetrate more freely into the interior,” and ‘‘ the 
importance of greater facilitics of access and means of extended in- 
tercourse.” 

With such facts before us, we must decline to judge the Imperial 
Government at Peking by its professions. It has had the opportunity 
of showing the beneficence of its intentions now that the Treaty of 
Tientsin hag been under revision. Moreover, it has had our require- 
ments distinctly placed before it, and the advantages of Foreign inter- 
course have been already demonstrated. Early in the present year 
the Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai put forth the points essential 
to be considered in the revision of the treaty, and that communicatioa 
has elicited an important despatch from Sir R. Alcock bearing on the 
whole question of Foreign intercourse with China. His Excellency 
had urged the expedieney of opening certain ports on the coast and 
rivers to Foreign trate, and it was believed the Chinese contemplated 
Opening the inland waters within the limits of any customs’ district 
to forcign vessels ‘not propelled by steam.” This restriction the 
Shanghai Chamber pronounces as prohibitory, © fatal to the develop- 
ment of trade,” and ‘*but too suspicious a symptom of the old ex- 
clusive policy of this Government.” On this point Sir R. Aleock 
wrote Lord Clarendon on the 23rd March last :— 
jeetion of the Chinese Government io steamers only applies to the inland 
ot hitherto open to Voreign v. is. Bat. as regards inland residence, the 
ons appear to ve i i nection with extra-territorial rights. T 
i Yaron tee Cb pes ay ‘ore! Ts should be 
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themselves employ stcamcrs on those waters, and the latter whenever Forclgn Powers 
are willing to place their subjects under the laws of the country and amenal.le to the 
territorial authority, as Chinese themselves would be in any Westcrn State. Of 
course, the objections to any such arrangament while the Chincse laws and their 
administration continue what they are new must be manifold. But with these 
irreconcilable differences there docs not sccm any chance of agreemcnt. 

Sir R. Alcock disposes of the fallacious notion that the Russian 
treaty secures to British subjects the right of inland residence, and 
the French treaty a similar right to British missionaries to dwell in 
the interior. The Russian treaty referred to places only, as in Western 
Tartary north of Turkestan, which are no longer under Chinese rule ; 
while the go-called right of the missionaries is said to be. “by no 
means go clear and unquestionable as haa been assumed.” Sir R. Al- 
cock quite agrees in the importance of railroads and tclegrapbs, in 
addition to inland stcam navigation and the working of mines, as also 
in the necessity for the reform of abuses in the levy of transit dues at 
the inland barriers ; but adds:—“ No efforts hitherto made by me or 
by my colleagues in Peking, and they have been both earnest and con- 
tinuous, have prevailed with the Chincse Government, or succeeded 
in removing their objections to initiatory steps in any of these direc- 
tions, if I except coal mines, some of which they are willing to 
work themselves with Foreign machinery and superintendence.” His 
Excellency concludes :— 


It remains to be seen whether the recent assurances inade by Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment, that there was, 8) far as Great Britain was concerned, neither a dexire nor 
intenticn to apply unfriendly pressure to Ci‘na to induce her Government to advance 
more rapidly in her intercourse with Forelgn nations than was consistent with safety 
and with due and reasonable regard for the feeliags of her subjects, will have any 
effect in removing this Government's disinclination to listen to any propositions for 
making a beginning on railroads and telegraphs. : . . . 7 : 

But, as regards the desires of the merchants and the progress of any negotlations 
here for the realisation of their wishes, it will be very plain to them that, when [Her 
Majesty's Govern aent hag oflicially informed the Chincse envoy that they fully 
admitted the Chinese Government were entitled to count upon the forbearance of 
Foreign nations, and that no unfriendly pressure should be brought to bear by Great 
Biitain to induce them to advanee more rapidly than mizht be held sate and consis- 
tent with a due regard to popular feclings, it does not rest with Her Majesty's repre- 
sentative to adupt any course opposed to such declaration. 


Thus, the onus of the consequences of the new Chinese policy is cast 
upon Her Majesty’s Government ; and, unless the future belies the 
past and the present, that responsibility will be heavier than their 
worst apprehensions have foreshadowed. 











MAJOR-GENERAL CAVENAGH AND THE 
VOLUNTEERS. 

At the close of the annual competition of the 5th Kent Volunteer 
Artillery the prizes were presented to the winning competitors by 
Major-General Cavenagh, late Governor of the Straits Settlements, who 
delivered the following interesting address. The ceremony took place 
at Sydenham, on the 24th instant:— 


“Associated as I have been from boyhood with your beautiful 
county, I esteem it & great honour to have been allowed the grati- 
fication of presenting your prizes; indeed, it is a source of sincere 
pleasure to me to be identified in any way with that fine force, the 
formation of which, no one can doubt, has mainly ccntributcd to 
enable our country to retain its proper place in the roll of nations. 
Not only is our regular army small as compared with the armed 
forces of Continental Powers, but called upon as it is to guard 
the largest Colonial Empire in the world, the actual number avail- 
able for the protection of the mother country must necessarily be 
bunt a mere handful; and, gallant and devoted as our soldiers have 
ever proved themsclves, were our coast menaced with invasion, that 
handful, unaided, could hardly be expected to contend successfully 
with the thousands that might be hurled against them. Hence arose 
the opinion, at one time very prevalent in Europe, that the power of 
Great Britain was on the wane; that her sons cared little for the 
national honour, and thought only of their commercial profits; and 
that, in fact, the national cry being peace at any price, she might al- 
most submit to be insulted with impunity. Suddenly, and I may say 
spontaneously, the Volunteer force sprung into existence, and it was 
at once felt that the lion was only sleeping, and that, anxious 
as we are to live on terms of peace and amity with the whole 
world, should occasion demand, putting aside all party differences 
—all private interests—Englishmen of all ranks and classcs, from 
the peasant to the pecr, were prepared to make the requisite sacri- 
fice, and to relinquish their peaccful pursuits fcr the purpose 
of acquiring a sufficient degree of military knowledge to admit 
of their affording support to their brethren of the line, and, if 
necessary, sharing with them the dangers and glories of the battle 
field, that truly, as of yore, there was no want of strong arms and 
willing hearts to defend our shorcs in the event of their being sullied 
by the footprint of a forcign invader. From that date all rumours of 
invasion ceased, and the name of Great Britain became again respected. 
There is little prospect of our relapsing into our former state of 
lethargy ; at the same time, we should not remit our excrtions to 
eee all the branches of our national forces, Regulars, Militia, and 

olunteers, in the highest state of etiiciency, satisfied that by so doing 
we shall continuc to preserve our country from those scenes of rapine 
and bloodshed incidental to war in all its phases, from which, whilst 
other countries have suffered, under Providence, our more favoured 
land hag been for so many ycars happily spared. 


‘* But it is not only at home that the Volunteers have been ready to 
maintain the national interests. At present there are corps in almost 
all our colonies ; and the Volunteer movement has epread everywhere 
where Englishmen are located, co that drill has become the interlude 

’ to our national pastime, cricket, and skill in the use of the rifle almost 
as common as proficiency in handling the bat. I have mysclf had the 
honour of commanding two Volunteer corps, the Calcutta Volunteer 
Guards and the Singapore Rifles, both raised in times of emergency, 
the former during the Mutiny, and the latter on the occasion of serious 
disturbanccs amongst the Chinese. I have consequently had an oppor- 
tunity of testing the worth of Volunteers... Indeed, to the Calcutta 
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Volunteers I was greatly indebted for the successful result of my cn- 
deavours to preserve the peace of the metropolis of India throughout 
the struggle for empire that was so long raging around it. I may men- 
tion an incident that all must acknowledge to be most creditable to 
men and officers. On one occasion I received at midnight a commu- 
nication to the cffect that it was believed that a large body of native 
troops were about to mutiny and advance upon the capital, from which 
they were only sixteen miles distant, and I was requested, if possible, 
to despatch some cavalry to patrol the road by which the mutincers 
might be expected. The sole cavalry under my orders was a Volun- 


.teer troop that had only been formed the preceding day, and although 
‘armed and otherwise cquipped, was still without uniform. I forwarded 


the necessary order to the captain, and, notwithstanding tho Jatencs3 
of the hour and the fact that the men were dispersed at their homes, 
in an incredibly short time they were all mounted, and the troop 
started in the required direction, prepared, if desired, to attempt, at 
all hazards, to bar the progress of a disciplined force composcd of 
troops that, under British leaders, had often proved themselves good 
soldiers in many a hard-fought campaign. 


“After the satisfactory report of your inspection which I have just 
read, advice may perhaps almost secm out of place, but, as a soldier, 
I hope I may be pardoned saying a few words to impress upon you 
the necessity of paying duc attention to drill, and practising, when on 
duty, strict subordination. The goose step, I grant, is neither a plea - 
ing nor a graceful motion, and it may appear irksome to be reqriren 
to obey the orders of one’s next door neighbour, who may be a ser- 
geant or acorporal; but drill and discipline are simply the means to 
an end—that end, the power of acti-y in cencert, and affording 
mutual support, Without that power no armed body can be eflicient ; 
and the individual gallantry and intelligence of its membeis ean prove 
but of little avail in the day of need. 


‘As you must be wearied after your long march, I will not trespass 
further on your patience, but conclude by expressing my conviction 
that should that day of need ever come, the Volunteers of the 5th 
Corps of Kent Artillery, whether ‘men of Keat or Kentish men, wi't 
all show themselves worthy to bear the emblem of the White Horse, 
and manfally strive to do their duty to their Queen and country.

IN RE THE CHINA STEAM SHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPA. (LIM:TFD). 
DRUMMOND'S CASE. 


This was an appeal from the Master of the Rolls. The question wa3 
whether the Hon. F. C. Drummond was to be included in the list of 
cont. -butories of the company for 25 shares for which he had subscribcd 
the memorandum of association. Mr. Drummond was a diieetor of 
the company, which was formed in 1865 to purchase the busine - of 
the Labuan Coal Company and anoi'ier company. Mr. Drummond 
was a shareholder in the Labuan Coc’ Company, and the business of 
that company was cold to the new company for shares in the new 
company. In respect of his interest in the Labuan Company, 479 
shares in the new company were allotted to Mr. Drummond, 473 being 
fully paid up and one partly paid up. The question was whether the 
contract to take 25 shares, into which Mr. Drummond had enter:d by 
signing the memorandum of association, was fulfilled by the alloiueni 
of the 479 shares. The Master of the Rolls held that it was not, aud 
Mr. Drummond appealed. 


Mr. Jessel, Q.C., and Mr. Speed were for Mr. Drummond; Mr. 
Roxburgh Q.C., and Mr. Wickens were for the official liquidator. 


Lord Justice Giffard was of opiuion that Mr. Drummond was in the 
same position as if, after singing the memorandum of association, hic 
had had 479 unpaid shares allotted to him, and had then paid them up 
in full. In such a case the obligation to take 25 shares would have 
been satisfied by the allotment of the 479 shares, and this was really 
the same case. The order of the Master of the Rolls must be reversed, 
and Mr. Drummond must be omitted from the list of contributories as 
to the 25 shares. 





COURT OF BANKRUPTCY.—Jc iy 28. 
(Before Mr. Commissioner Holroyd) 
IN R® GEORGE MELDOUPNE. 


The bankrupt was a merchant of 117, Leadenhall-street, and of the 
firm of Morgan, Melbourne and Co., Batavia. This was an adjourned 
sitting for examination and discharge. 


Mr. Bagley, for the assignees, said that the bankrupt’s transactions 
had been of considerable magnitude, and his liabilities smounted to 
at Ieast £500,000. Although he suspended payment in Jauuary Jas’. 
the creditors complained that they still remained in ignoranee of the 
position of the bankrupt’s affairs. He had traded jointly with Mr. 
Lichtenberg, who had absconded to California; and with Mr. Tolsov, 
who, however, repudiated the alleged partnership, and was now living 
in Ostend. The bankrupt had lived in good style in Holland-park, 
and the furniture at his residence had realised £4,000. The assignees 
were very desirous that proper accounts should be prepared, and bad 
consented to the appointment of an accountant to assist the bankrupt 
in the preparation of the accounts. 

Mr. Atlee, who supported the bankrupt, said that he bad been ruf- 
fering from illness, but was desirous of giving all necessary iniorma- 
tion. It was true that he had lived in style, but the business had for 
a time been sufficiently profitable to justify his expenditure.

’ DUTCH RULE IN JAVA. 

For along time our Rotterdam Correspondent has con- 
tinued to report the recurrence of agitation in favour of a 
more liberal colonial policy on the part of the Dutch Go- 
vernment. The narrow view taken of all commercial ques- 
tions, the blind adherence to the system of forced labour, the 
chronic mismanagement of the Indian army, and the obsti- 
nate resistance to the granting of any encouragement towards 
the extension of railways, telegraphs, and other improvements, 
seem to be fixed articles of faith with the Conservative 
party in Holland, although far more suitable to the Middle 
Ages than to the quick-moving and progress-loving spirit 
of the nineteenth century. Indeed, as regards the last- 
named question, the Liberals seem to have been until 
very lately almost as obstructive as their opponents, 
and in fact on almost all questions of Indian policy it 
has been remarked that the difference between the ideas of 
Liberals and Conservatives is so small that both seem to 
agree in thinking that the Dutch possessions in the East 
are only to be looked on as a source from which a heavy 
annual contribution is to be drawn, with as little trouble as 
possible, and without the necessity of making any return 
whatever. Java, in fact, is a sort of milch cow to Holland, 
as Cuba is to Spain. But these benighted views are clearly 
not destined to last long. A party of progress has arisen, 
whose spokesmen do not scruple to declare that unless very 
liberal reforms are speedily carried out the integrity of the 
Dutch possessions in the Far East will be seriously en- 
dangered. A well-written pamphlet by M. Dgs AmoriE 
vaN DER Honven—a name well known in the East— 
inculcating strong views on this point, happened, by 
a curious coincidence, to appear just as the first inti- 
mation was received of the recent disturbances in Java, 
and created no little sensation. The announcement that 
a revolution had broken out was soon found to be an 
exaggeration ; but a straw will show which way the wind 
blows, and a feeling of uneasiness has been aroused that will 
not readily subside. The Handelsblad and other Liberal 
organs have at last taken up the question, and denounce the 
cultivation system as a blot on the national fame. A new 
Agrarian Law for India is now under discussion, but the opi- 
nions of public men on the subject are so widely divergent 
that many months must elapse before it can assume any de- 
fined shape. Since the recent change in the position of 
parties many wholesome reforms have been inaugurated at 
home, yet, strange to say, the opposition to these much 
needed colonial measures seems to be almost as strong as ever. 

The letters from Java, addressed to the London and 
China Telegraph, and recently published in this journal 
have been largely quoted in the Dutch papers, and we are 
told have created a good deal of sensation, as they tend to 
open the eyes of the people tc the fact that it will not do to 
perpetuate the system of “squeezing” Java that has been in 
vogue ever since it came into the possession of Holland 
Discontent has long been rife among the colonists, and is on 
the increase. The voices raised against the policy of the 
Government are not simply those of a few English or other 
Foreigners, but proceed from the Dutch themselves in every 
part of the island. They feel daily that they suffer from the 
want of development of the land and general resources of 
the country. The tracts of land unimproved are immense, 
and the Government will neither sell nor improve it. The 
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estates which are leased out are only for ten years, and as 
the occupier has to run the risk of getting a renewal, what 
outlay will he make on such a holding? The coffee crop has 
been a failure for two years, and now the Home Government 
has sent out orders that the native producers are to be made 
to suffer for the inferior quality of the coffee. The price paid 
to the natives for all coffee brought in has hitherto been thir- 
teen guilders per picul, irrespective of the quality, but now 
they are to be paid only one Aalf that amount for inferior de- 
scriptions. On what legal or equitable grounds this can be 
done is not easily seen, and the course is universally con- 
demned. The system which the Government pursue in the 
cultivation of coffee has left it far behind the produce of 
Ceylon. 

Until the policy of the Government is changed, and more 
liberal principles prevail, the commerce of the island cannot 
increase. Forced labour must be abolished and the soil let 
out to the enterprise of individuals. The institution of such 
a policy would be more calculated to develop the resources of 
the country, aud would prove more lucrative to the Govern- 
ment than the present system of “squeezing,” which is 
simply killing the goose that lays the golden eggs. Sooner 
or later a change must come, including, perhaps, a change of 
masters. The lords of this fertile soil must be sadly blind 
and unpractised not to be able to read the signs of the 
times, The injustice of this system, although the foremost, 
is only one among many grounds of complaint. Notwith- 
standing that the country possesses the finest facilities for 
railways, there is now only a small section, under fifty miles 
in length, in the vicinity of Samarang. The line from Batavia 
to Buitenzorg, the seat of the Governor-GENERAL, about forty 
miles in extent, is not yet commenced, although it would, 
by the sale of lands in the vicinity, be a source of consider- 
able profit. Considering how few engineering difficulties 
there are in the way, and the comparative cheapness of 
labour in Java, railways should have been brought into use 
years ago, to give those facilities for the transport of goods 
which are the greatest stimulants to trade. Banking facilities, 
again, are studiously limited, the Java Bank being the only 
one allowed to issue notes, though several other banks of 
good repute are established there. The unreasonable delays 
and maladministration of the law form another grave source 
of dissatisfaction ; common police cases, that ought to be 
summarily dealt with, sometimes taking four or five months 
to settle. 

It is a grievous pity that a country possessing such un- 
bounded wealth, and so many natural advantages, should be 
reduced to such a miserable condition by the blind, solfish, 
narrow policy of those who rule, or rather misgovern it. It 
is high time that the Dutch took a lesson from our own sys- 
tem, under which British India enjoys all the blessings of 
free trade, an enlightened legal code, and State aid to railway 
and other beneficial enterprise. Some of our smaller colo- 
nies certainly have many causes for complaint with regard to 
the details of local government, such as the defective consti- 
tution of Legislative Councils; but these are paltry incon- 
veniences compared with the weight of oppression under 
which Java is doomed to suffer. 





Tue notion of a “ Pacific Cable” to connect California 
with Japan and China was started some months since in 
America, but laughed at on this side as altogether chimerical. 
However, if the Afoscow Gazette is to be believed, something 
of the sort is to be attempted. That journal states that Mr. 
Perry Cot.ins, formerly agent for the United States Govern- 
ment for the Amoor district, has left Washington for London 
and St. Petersburg, in order to make preparations for laying 
down a, telegraphic cable between Russia and America. His 
plan is “ to immerse a series of cables in the Pacific, starting 
“ from the western const of America, and proceeding by the 
“ Aleutian and Kurile Islands aud Japan to China and 
“ Siberia.” It is added that “ several capitalists have offered 
considerable sums for this great work.” 


Mr. Burvineame is still in Paris. It is whispered that 
he has got “snubbed” by Prussia and Russia, and that the. 
Embassy will therefore not go either to Berlin or St. Peters- 
burg. We are assured that there is no foundation for the 
report to which a contemporary has given currency, that a 
young Parisian lady of good position and fortune is about to 
marry one of the Chinese attachés, much against the wishes 
of her family. 
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THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA AND CHINA. 
TE complete success that has attended the submergence 
of the French Atlantic Cable has given a fresh stimulus to 
telegraphic enterprise ; aud the promoters of the plan for a 
direct submarine line from England to Egypt, without touching 
the Continent of Europe, have wisely taken advantage of the 
favourable opportunity for bringing their undertaking before 
the public. This, which will form the last link in the chain 
of electric communication with India, is called the Falmouth, 
Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph Company (Limited). As the 
name implies, its object is to connect Falmouth (and through 
that port the whole telegraph system of the United King- 
dom) with Gibralta and Malta, with a station also at some 
point on the coast of Portugal. The approximate length of 
cable required from Falmouth to Gibraltar is 1,431 nautical 
miles, and from Gibraltar to Malta, 1,025 miles—total, 2,456 
miles, or nearly one thousand miles less than the cable 
just completed by the Great astern and her consorts. The 
lines of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Company already 
unite Malta to Egypt, and the eables of the British-Indian 
Submarine Telegraph Company are to be laid between Egypt 
and Bombay by the end of April next. . It only remains to 
conuect England with Malta in a similar manner, and this 
the present company expects to accomplish by the 3lst of 
May, 1870, after which date, if all goes well, telegrams will 
pass direct between England and Bombay through a single 
wire, under English control throughout, and communication 
will be almost instantaneous. The present undertaking is 
ported by the Anglo-Mediterranean and British-Iudian Sub- 
marine Telegraph Companies,and an agreement has been made 
with them for twenty-one years for co-operation in working and 
division of through rates. The cost of the section between Fal- 
mouth and Malta is fixed at £660,000, and it will be made by 
the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company. 
The Great Eastern cannot -lay it, for she will at the time of 
its completion be laying the main cable of the British Indian 
Company between Aden and Bombay. This vessel is now 
at Sheerness, preparing to receive the British Indian cable, 
of which nearly 400 miles are already manufactured ; this 
section will be on board by the end of November, when she 
will proceed to her destination via the Cape. The remainder 
of that line—the Red Sea sections—will be laid by the Chu- 
tern and the Scanderia, and the.former vessel will probably 
be retained in the Red Sea asa repairing ship, as the Hawk 
is in the Mediterranean. 

All this promises well for the early extension of the line to 
China; indeed, the prospectus of the Falmouth company 
distinctly states that arrangements for the construction of 
extension lines to China and Australia are now pending, and 
as the investing public seems to have at last awoke to the re- 
munerative character of these undertakings, the sooner they 
are brought forward the better. We have often pointed out 
the ease with which a cable might be submerged between 
Ceylon and the Straits; in corroboration of which Com- 
mander Buttock, of H.M.’s surveying ship Serpent, reports 
that he steamed from Penang to Galle, taking soundings, 
and found a flat bottom, all the way across, at a depth of 
2,200 fathoms. This is an extension that cannot be much 
longer neglected. 


A FURTHER improvement has been made in the means of 
communication with the East by way of Brindisi, and the 
Foreign-office has caused the following particulars to be 
printed for the information of the public :—“In order to 
“ensure with greater certainty the connection of the trains 
“ between Susa and Brindisi with those of the railways be- 
“yond the Alps and the Italian steamers to the East, it 
“has been decided that from the Ist of next August there 
“ shall be—Ilst. Every Sunday a special train from Susa to 
“ Brindisi, which, leaving Turin at about midnight, shall 
“take passengers to Brindisi, so that they may meet the 
“ steamer for Alexandria at one o’clock in the morning, in 
“* case, by a delay in the arrival of the international train at 
“ Susa, the journey cannot be effected by the ordinary train 
“leaving Turin at forty minutes past nine. 2nd. On the 
“ return journey, if the steamer from Alexandria should not 
“arrive at Brindisi on Wednesday before the departare for 
“ Susa of the train at ten o'clock at night, there will be, at 
‘about four o’clock on Thursday morning, a special train 
‘¢ which will take passengers to Turin and Susa in time 
“to leave by the international train from Susa to Saint 
‘ Michel.” 
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THE SUEZ CANAL. 
It is authoritatively announced that the Suez Canal is now 
so far completed as to leave no doubt that it will be opened 
for traffic on the 17th of next November. The passenger 
dues will be at the rate of ten francs for each passenger ; 
and the rules of navigation, and the tariff charges for pilotage, 
anchorage, and tonnage will be published very shortly. We 
hear that at Marseilles, Trieste, Venice, and other Mediter- 
ranean ports preparations are being made to send steamers 
through to India, as soon as the Canal opens, and even in 
New York a company is said to be in course of formation 
for establishing direct communication, via the Canal, between 
the United States, India, and China. We are not aware that 
any steps have yet been taken by any of the English 
companies in the same direction. Here it is generally felt 
that to undertake any preparations of a costly nature would 
be premature until it is proved to demonstration not only 
that the Canal can be opened, but that it can be kept open. 
It would be extremely unwise, for instance, for the P. and O. 
Company to make any change in its service on the strength 
of the announcement above quoted. Doubtless the waters 
of the two seas will mingle before November, but that is a 
totally different thing from the completion of the Canal to 
its full width and depth. Another difficulty to be taken into 
consideration is the difference of climate between the two 
seas, and the consequent wide difference in the organisation 
of the services on either side of the Isthmus, The Lascar 
crews, that are alone fit for the Indian side, would during the 
greater part of the year be useless on the passage to South- 
ampton via the Bay of Biscay ; and, on the other side, no 
European “hands ”—especially stokers, é&c.—could stand 
the summer heat in the Red Sea. To meet these and other 
difficulties a total revolution in the system of the mail ser- 
vice would be necessary, and it would be rash to attempt 
this until the advantages to be derived from it are made 
somewhat clearer than they seem at present. Whether used 
for the mail service or not, it will probably not be many 
months before the Canal is available, at any rate, for ordinary 
steamers of moderate draught. 


Wuen civil war or rebellion breaks out in China or Japan 
the British Minister is always prompt in issuing a “neu- 
trality proclamation,” warning British subjects to take no 
part in the hostilities, and to abstain from supplying muni- 
tions of war to either party. The French manage things 
differently. Enomoto, the rebel or pirate who has so long 
held Hakodadi against the Mixapo’s forces (our latest tele- 
grams announce the recapture of the place, but give no par- 
ticulars), has been from the first assisted by a number of 
French officers ; and so far from taking any steps to prevent 
French subjects from thus making war on a friendly Sove- 
reign, M. OurrEy continued, even to the date of our last ad- 
vices, to allow Frenchmen openly to leave Yokohama to join 
the rebels. The capture of Hakodadi has of course put an 
end to this anomalous state of things, but it could hardly 
have continued much longer without an awkward collision. 
As it is, we fear the Mikapo’s Government cannot have 
been highly impressed with the good faith of the Western 
Powers, and we hope Sir Harry Parkes has not failed to as- 
sure them that England does not favour such practices as 
those at which M. Outrey, for reasons best known to himself, 
has connived. 


A MOVEMENT is on foot for the introduction of Chinese 
labourers into the Southern States of America. A number 
of these labourers are already employed there, and the 
planters are said to be exceedingly well pleased with them. 
The New York Times says they are not only patient and 
faithful workers, but seem well adapted to the climate and 
industries of the South. The Mississippi Valley, it adds, 
would feed and pay a hundred millions of these Mongolians, 
and China has a hundred millions she could easily spare. 
The whole question of Chinese immigration is at last attract- 
ing the serious attention of the American press, and the 
balance of opinion seems to be decidedly in favour of 
encouraging the movement. 


Masor-Generat Cavenaan, late Governor of the Straits 
Settlements, distributed the prizes after the meeting of the 
5th Kent Volunteer Artillery. The zx-Governor made a 
very interesting speech, of which we give the text in another 
part of our paper. 
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One Herr Wirckan recently published at Hamburg a 
curious pamphlet to prove that those nations which sneceed 
best in extending their commercial relation with forcign 
countries are those that possess no naval forces, no foreign 
Consuls-gencral, and aim at no political influence ; in sup- 
port of which ingenious theory the author instances the suc- 
cess of tho Swiss, Germans, and Belvians, who, he points 
out, can get no real support from their Consuls or navy, 
and who prosper, he infers, by virtue of their superior 
honesty and abstinence from all interference with the natives. 
This is a delightful picture, and would no doubt have special 
charms for Lord Cuarexpon and Mr. Brieut. But the 
vision is somewhat rudely dispelled by a China correspon- 
dent of the Pall Mall Gazette, whose letter we reprint in 
another column, and who very justly shows that although 
the subjects of Hamburg, Switzerland, and other small States 
undoubtedly do prosper and make mouey in China and Japan, 
it is by no means owing to their entire want of political 
support and influence, but rather to the shrewdness with 
which they have availed themselves of the advantages con- 
quered by the armaments, and maintained by the political 
influence of the greater Powers. The letter is well worth 
reading. 


Avropos of the departure of Sir Herry Kenvert for Chiny 
Sir James Evpuinxsroxe raised a small discussion in the House 
of Commons on the iuhumanity of the practice of sending 
officers out to the Eastern stations by the Red Sea route 
during the summer months, accompanying his remarks with 
some statistics as to the heat and oppressiveness of the cli- 
mate, temperature and density of the water, &c. In reply, 
Mr. Cuitpers humorously observed that, as the Govern- 
ment had no ships in the Red Sea just now, the hon. member 
should have addressed his valuable remarks on it to the P. 
and O. Company, who ran one steamer each way in it every 
week. This is stupid as well as flippant. Do not the P. and 
O. Company work under a Government contract, which com- 
pels them to run steamers in the Red Sea at all seasons ? 
Besides, a member of the Cabinet ought to know that, under 
the contract alluded to, the company has to run two vesscls 
each way every alternate week. 


Mr. Bowring lately asked the Unprr Sroretary for the 
Cotonies whether his department had last year issued a cir- 
cular to Colonial Governors, defining the duties and responsi- 
bilities of ex officio members of Legislative Councils ; and 
whether any intimation had been received from the Governor 
of Hong Kong that he had communicated the same to the 
ex officio members of his Council, Mr. Monsexu replied that 
such a circular had been issued, but that no information had 
been received from the Governor of Hong Kong as to whether 
its contents had been communicated to the members, The 
inward mail, received on the 30th May last, brought news of 
the circular having been received and published in Hong 
Kong in April, 1869 ; so that, if issued “last year ” it must 
have been a long time iu reaching its destination. 





It is now settled that Sir Henry KELert, the new Com- 
mander-in-Chief for the China station, will proceed by the 
Overland route some time this month. We understand the 
Narcissus has been decided on for his flagship ; she is a screw 
frigate carrying 35 guns, and recently bore the flag of Ad- 
miral Ramsay, on the South American station. The appoint- 
ment is gazetted of Mr. James W. LisnMan, paymaster, to 
be secretary to Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kenuerr. 


TuE Driojoh, a fine armour-plated steam corvette, built 
at Aberdeen for the Prince of Hico, sails this week for her 
destination. If the course lately taken by Japanese politics 
be not interrupted, it seems probable that the Prince of 
Hico, by the time this vessel arrives, will have no use for 
her, in which case we presume she will become the property 
of the Mixavo. Mr. Epwarp Harrisoy, late of Nagasaki, is 
a passenger by her.

The net weight of the goods imported in 1868 was 52,934,928 cent- 
ners (against 50,637,887 centners in 1867), of which 27,421,121 (or 
52 per cent.) was by aca and 25,513,807 (or 48 per cent.) by land car- 
riage. The value of the goods imported was 473,633,720 marks banco 
by sea, and 344,410,550 marks banco by land—together, 818,040,270 
marks banco, or about £60,600, 000. 

The total number of sea-going vessels that arrived at Hamburg in 
1868 was 5,297 (against 5,055 of 636,037 lasts in 1867), their tonnage 
681,185 lasts, or 2,043,555 tons, and their crews amounted to 67,351 
men. During the same year the number of vessels that sailed from 
Hamburg for foreign countries was 5,287, of 679,486 lasts, or 2,038,453 
tons, and 67,430 men (against 5,071 vessela of 637,583 lasts in 1867. 

It is interesting to notice the great increase of late years in the 
number of steamers that took part in the navigation of this port, and 
their tonnage. Last year there arrived here 2,15 steamers from abroad, 
of the aggregate tonnage of 1,400,980 tons (avcrage 652 tons), whilat ten 
yeara ago the number was only 1,133 of 516,366 tons (average 466 tons) ; 
go that the increase in the number is nearly double, three times the ton- 
nage, and 40 per cent. in the average size of each steamer. It further 
appears from the above returns that the 2,150 steamers took part in the 
navigation last year to the extent of 1,400,900 tons, whilst the 3,147 
sailing vessels could only carry 642,575 tons; so that virtually more 
than two-thirds of the trade last year was carried on by means of 
steamers (684 per cent.), and less than one-third (314 per cent.) by 
sailing vessels.

Rotrerpaw, July 30. 

“(La politique chaume” is at present the watchword of “ Own Cor- 
respondents,” as is cu-t:mary when we are on the eve of the dog days, 
and members of Parliament are so utterly overcome by the tempera- 
ture as to think the mere sitting in their fauteuils an unbearable 
exertion. With a haste which conld only be justified by the over- 
whelming heat the First Chamber has disposed of the business before 
them; it was hot, very hot, too hot for the discus:ion which some of 
the measures required. The M.P.’s, the Royal family, and some mem- 
bers of the Cabinet are enjoying their summer's holiday at their coun- 
try seats. In the meantime the papers are discussing the several Bills 
which have been laid before the members, but which will not be de- 
bated until the openins of the new session in September. The prin- 
cipal measure is the Agrarian Law for Ludlia, with reference to which 
opinions are so different that it is utterly impossible to discover 
the ‘thread of Ariadne” among the chaos of demonstrations 
and reavonings, But this much is certain—not one paper ap- 
proves entirely of the Bill. For the Couservative pipers it is too 
Radieal, and the Liberal journals are demonstra‘ins that it is too 
irresolute. But before the Chambers can deal with this subject many 
months must pass uway. ‘The only article worth calling your readers’ 
attention to appears in the last number of the 2) daechr(it voor Neder 
lands Zndie, which criticises the Agrarian Bil in a siyie which is a 
convincing proof that the oll diverzence between Van de Pu'te and 
Thorbecke still exists, and perhaps may lead to the rejection of the Bill 
and the resignation of Mr. de Waal. Morcover, the Conservative papers 
continue to publish rumours respectine alterations in the Cabinet, and 
they assert most positively that the presen! Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Roest Van Limburg, will accept the po-t of Mini-ter at the Court 
of Florence. But, at the same tiene, itis sud that it is impossible to 
find a successor. Some of the papers. however, think that the ex-Mi- 
nister Cremers would accept the portfolio. There is also a widely- 
spread on «lit to the effect that Mr. van Mulken will resign the portfolio 
of the War Department ; but I need not gay that I give you these 
rumours for what they are worth, although they are to some extent 
supported by the fact that neither of these Ministers assisted at the 
opening of the International Exhibition at Amsterdam. 

The letters from Java addressed to The London and China Tele- 
graph have created considerable sensation in Holland, and they are 
now making the round of the Dutch papers. They will tend in my 
opinion to open the eyes of the Dutch to the fact that it will not do to 
goon ‘‘ squeezing” Java as we have been accustomed to do for a scries 
of years. The Stuats Courant published to-day favourable news about 
that portion of the crew of H.MS. Amstel, who, as I told you ina 
former letter, were thouzht to have been murdered by the natives of 
Commendah (coastof Africa). It is now ascertaincd that one of the 
oflicers, Mr. Drabbe, and six soldiers were drowned, by the capsizing 
of the boat, and that the other officer, Mr. Zeegers Veeckens, who was 
made prisoner with the rest of the crew, has been set at liberly on 
payment of a ransom amounting to £1,00U. This favourable issue 
is principally duc to the mediation of the Governor of the English 
colony at the Cape Coast. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. Van Reenen had declined re- 
election as President of the Second Chamber. A rumour now states 
that he will also resign his seat in Parliament,in order to give a better 
chance to Mr. Pynappel of being elected at Amsterdam. It is also 
said that Mr. Philipse has resigned the Presidency of the First Chamber. 
He has already given up his post as President of the Provincial Court 
of South Holland. His Majesty has approved of the appointment of 
Mr. H. P. J. van den Berg as Consul for Wurtemberg at Samarang. The 
Town Council of Delft has appointed Mr. J. Spanjaard, of Amsterdam, 
teacher at the institution for East Indian functionaries at Delft, in 
the place of the late Mr. D. Koordars. His Majesty has appointed the 
following gentlemen as Dutch ministers of Protestant congregations 
in the Kast Indies :—Messra. J. Faber Djz, of Ossendrecht; Y. Ra- 
dersma, of Britsum ; J. de Jong, of Nicuwe Niedorp; 8. II. A. Bege- 
man, of Ankeveen; W. P. M. Moulyn, of Schoonoord. 


THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION AT AMSTERDAM. 

The International Exhibition of articles of domestic and mechanical 
utility was opened at Amsterdam on Thuraday the 15th without any 
pompous ceremony. His Royal Highness Prince Henry, on his arrival 
at the ‘ Palace of Industry,” was received in the hall by Baron Mackay 
and the committee, the Ministers, the Corps Diplomatique, the civic 
authorities, and a large number of distinguished foreign visitora, who 
had been invited to take part in the ceremony. An address was 
delivered by Baron Mackay, president of the Central Committce at the 
Hague, explanatory of the origin and progress of the Exhibition, and 
the satisfactory manner in which it had been supported by foreign 
countrics. The Prince graciously replied, congratulating the various 
commissions upon the success of their several sections. Thereupon 
the Prince was conducted through each section and reccived an cx- 
planation from his guides. In the evening a grand banquet was given 
in the Park locale, at which the Vrince presided, supported by the 
same distinguished company which had been present at the opening 
Covers were laid for 250 gucsts. The usual loyal and patriotic toasts 
were drunk, and speeches were made by several gentlemen, with one 
or two exceptions, in French; everybody complimented everybody 
else and the working classes, who had produced all the wonderful 
things which may be seen at the Exhibition. The proceedings of the 
day terminated with a brilliant display of fireworks. There are four- 
teen countries exhibiting ; the Netherlands numbering 928, Belgium 
333, France 308, Great Britain 201, Austria 144, North Germany 129, 
out of a total of 2,325 exhibitors. The Dutch occupy the central 
space, and the rest is divided principally between the other-named 
countries, of which France, owing to some misunderstanding as to the 
day of opening, had hardly a single case unpacked in the extensive 
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space marked out for her. There is little or nothing from the United 
States. To a certain extent the Exhibition must be regarded as a 
failure. The original idea of the promoters was to confine it to the 
display of articles of domestic economy, in order to teach the poor 
how to improve their condition, but finding some difficulty in getting 
a sufficiency of such articles to fill the space at their command, the 
plan was changed, and the result is that there is little, if anything, to 
distinguish the Amsterdam Exhibition from othera of a similar 
character which have been held before. The most successful exhibitor 
waa undoubtedly an Austrian, who exhibits good Vienna beer in glass 
mugs in a temple near the principal entrance to the grounds. This 
gentlemen allows everybody to taste for themselves as often as they 
please, at 20 cents the glass. He did an enormous trade, and it was 
fortunate for the Amsterdam breweries that his stock was exhausted 
in a few days.

The Lord Chancellor has ruled that the estate of the late Mr. 
Gibb, a deceased director of Overend, Gurney, and Co., cannot be 
held liable in the liquidation of that concern ; # decision which 
has been received with satisfaction by the mercantile community. 
Mr. Gibb could neither be charged with neglect of duty nor with 
bringing other people into losses which he himself avoided. His 
attention to the business was constant, and notwithstanding his 
long and acute mercantile expericnce, such was his confidence in 
the inherent stability of the company that at the hour of the 
closing of its doors he was not only one of the largest shareholders, 
but also among the largest creditors as a depositor. 

A bill having been filed on behalf of the shareholders in Over- 
end, Gurney, and Co. (Limited), to make the directors responsible 
to the shareholders for the losses they have sustained by reason of 
the directors having purchased the business of the old firm, though 
it was insolvent to the extent of £2,000,000, the directors de- 
murred to the bill, but Vice-Chancellor Malins overruled their de- 
murrer. They have now appealed to the Lord Chancellor, 
who has decided that the demurrer lodged on behalf of the 
directors ought to have been allowed by the Vice-Chancel- 
lor. His lordship remarked that fraud was not alleged in 
the bill against the directors, and he said that though they 
might have acted imprudently, power had been given th:m 
t> purchase the business on such torms as they might s:e 
fit. This decision affords another illustration of the risks 
to which the subscribers for shares in. joint-stock companies are 
exposed. In this instance no such power was voted by the 
shareholders to the Board, for no meeting of shareholders was 
held. The Lord Chancellor is reported to have said, “No doubt 
the speculation into which they (the shareholders) entered was 
hazardous, but that was the characteristic of all trades, and es- 
pecially of bill-broking.” His lordship appears to be much more 
learned in the law than in the usages of commerce. Hazard is 
not the characteristic of “all trades ;” and, of all trades, there 
are few that, under legitimate conditions, are less hazardous than 
that of a bill broker. In fact, a bill broker, z.., a person who acts 
strictly as broker between the man who has money to employ and 
the man who has bills for discount—is absolutely free from all 
risk. But Overend, Gurney and Co., instead of being simple bill 
brokers, were gigantic money dealers and speculators. 

Mr. Pender, having accepted the chairmanship of the new com- 
pany for laying the submarine telegraph cable between Falmouth 
and Malta, with a view to complete the system of submarine tele- 
graphy to India, has retired from the direction of the Telegraph 
Construction and Maintenance Company, who are. to be the con- 
tractors for making and laying the line. 

The shares of the Falmouth and Malta Telegraph Companyfhave 
risen } to $ premium. 

At the meeting of the London and Westminster Bank, on the 
21st inst., Mr. Bonamy Dobree in the chair, the report showed an 
available total of £161,285, after setting apart £2,000 towards the 
buildings of the bank, and including ® previous balance of £4,320. 
A dividend was declared at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, and 
a bonus of 5 per cent. upon the paid-up capital of £2,000,000, 
leaving £1,285 to be carried forward. The deposits held are 
£19,860,660, being within £55,290 of the total at the correspond- 
ing date of last year, and the reserve stands at one million. 

The ordinary general meeting of the proprietors of the City 
Bank has been held at the London Tavern, Mr. J. Jones in the 
chair. The report, which was unanimously adopted, stated that, 
after payment of interest on current and deposit accounts, and 
providing for bad and doubtful debts, there remained a gross 
profit of £47,488 ; from which the directors, after making pro- 
vision for current expenses, and for rebate of interest on bills dis- 
counted but not yet due, placed £5,000 to the reserve fund, and 
declared a dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum free of 
income-tax, leaving £271 to be carried forward. 

The directors of the National Bank have announced that the 
profit and loss account for the half-year, including £18,161 
brought from last account, shows an available total of £45,202 
from which they have declared a dividend absorbing £37,500, 
being at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, or 15s, per share on 
the 50,000 shares forming the capital of the Bank. 

The directors of the London and County Bank have decided on 
paying the usual dividend of 6 per cent., with a bonus of 2} per 
cent., being together 8} per cent., or £1 14s. per share for the 
half-year ended June last, carrying forward £6,000. 
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The discussion raised by Mr. Graves in the House of Com- 
mons regarding the Board of Trade Returns seemed to demon- 
strate their worthlessness for any practical business purposes, 
although their cost is stated to be not less than £50,000 a- 
year. An opinion was expressed that the annual tables are less 
_unreliable than the monthly ones; but as it is said that some in- 
quiries recently instituted by parties interested in the cotton 
trade have resulted in showing that the aggregate value of the cot- 
ton manufactures exported during the past year was in the 
official account fully twenty millions sterling in excess of the 
correct sum, it is evident that in neither case can any confidence 
be placed in them. The Board of Trade have hitherto had the 
discredit of the matter, but it appears that the returns mainly 
proceed from the Statistical rad peteapeas of the Customs, in rela- 
tion to whom they have not had power of adopting any corrective 
measures. It may be hoped that the inquiry now ordered by the 
Treasury will lead to the establishment of an efficient organisation, 
and that toward that end some experienced official of the Board 
of Trade will be associated with the investigation. 


THE SILK MARKETS OF FRANCE. 

It is beyond doubt now that the quantity of silk produced this year 
in France is very much larger than it was last year ; the cocoons are 
nearly all sold, and quotations are on the rise. 

The quantity of silk conditioned at Lyons during the last week of 
June amounted to forty-five tons, and in the firat week of July very 
nearly the same quantity; the returns for last week have not reached 
us. At Marseilles there can scarcely be ssid to be any business doing 
atall; the only goods registered as entered this month are 26 bales, 
weighing in all less than a ton and a-half; of these, fourteen bales 
were from China. The last quotations we have from this port are three 
weeks old—namely, 1 bale of Syrian silk at 105f, and 24 bales of 
Haisson at 75f. 


NEW YORK TEA MARKET. 

The following is from Messrs. Beebe's Circular, dated 16th inst. :— 
The demand for all descriptions of tea hag been very moderate durin; 
the past fortnight, and sales from first hands are limited to 4,600 half- 
chests Green, 4,300 half-chests Japan, and 1,100 half-cheats Oolong. 
No material change in values has thus far been realised, though at the 
close Oolongs and finest Greens are held at higher figures. We have 
no farther arrivals to report by this mail.

descriptions showing no material alteration. Congous: Siftings 
and broken-leaf kinds have met with a fair inquiry, and prices 
area shade dearer. Fair to good common have been in demand, 
and the quotation has advanced to 1s. 14d. to 18. 14d., and there 
being but little now to be had at the former figure. Fair to 
good flavoury kinds have been wanted at from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 8d. 
per lb. Good to fine Kaisows have been difficult of sale; finest show 
no alteration. Pak Lins have been sold at about previous prices. 
Amoy kinds show an advance of $d. per lb. Common to fair black- 
leaf kinds have been taken at rather higher prices; fair to good 
medium have been more saleable, and about 1d. per lb. advance has 
been established for them ; fine to finest show no quotable alteration. 
In new-make Congous there has been more doing, and prices 1d. per 
Ib. above those recently current are now obtainable. Oolonygs remain 
without improvement. Common Souchongs continue in fair request, 
but the finer kinds arc difficult of sale. In Flowery Pekoes there has 
been but little done. Scented Capers have been rather more saleable 
at somewhat improved prices. Scented Orange Pckocs—the Foochow 
Kinds have been in request at the low prices ruling. Canton kinds 
have been rather more in demand at slightly better rates. Uncoloured 
Japans remain quiet in the absence of fresh supplics.

SILK. 

There is no improvement in the market; "the same ware of life 
exists, and daily busincss is of the most limited kind. Importers and 
holders generally show much firmness with good silk, and will not 
accept low rates which are made to them; while common and un- 
desirable silk is continually being offered without meeting with re- 
sponse from the trade; it just amounts to this, that the only buyers 
are consumers, who will not be tempted to buy a bale more than they 
want, and then only of the description they want; and there being no 
disposition among dealers to look forward, there is no speculation, 
and consequently a dull, dragging markct.
